Three presioential decrees were 
issued to fill the yacuum creat- 
ed the nullification of the Af- 
ghan Constitution. 

The following is the text of the 
official announcement made 'Th- 
ursday : 

Dear compatriots, 

As everybody is aware, on July 
17 the repubJican order was pro- 
claimed in Afghanistan, under 
which the royal regime and all 
its legal system was abrogated. 

In order to prevent Afghanis- 
tan from falling into a legal va- 
cuum and the state's legal ins- 
titutions from facing difficulties 
because of the lack of legislati- 
on, the President of State of 
the Republic of Afghanistan pro- 
clainis the following republican 
decrees officially for the notifica- 
tion of th? dear countrymen : 

REPiJBLICAN DECREE 
NO. I 

DATED 26 JULY, 1973 

In the name of God Almighty, 
the Benevolent, the Merciful, 
Jhe President of State of the 
f\epublic of Afghani^an procV 
aims the following provisions:. 

First — Afghanistan is a repub- 
lican state and accords with the 
true spirit of Islam. 

Second— The provisions of the 
Constitution of October 1, 1964 are 
annulled from the date of the 
proclamation of the Republic, un- 
less their validity are declared th- 
rough reprblican decrees.. 

Third— The provisions of Chap- 
ter Two of the Constitution of Oc- 
tober L 1^64 related to the king 
are nuUiiied and invalid from 
July 17, 1973. 

Fourth- j'he powers embodied 
in Article Nine of the Constitut- 
ion, ot October 1, 1964 are trans- 
ferred to the President of State 
of the Republic pending the pro- 
mulgation of the new Constititu- 
tion. 

Fifth — The provisions of Chap- 
ter Four of the Constitution of 



October 1, 1964 relating to parlia- 
ment are annulled and invalid 
from July 17, 1973. 

Sixth— The^ powers embodied in 
Article Four of the Constitution of 
October 1, 1964 are transferred to 
the President of the Republic 
pending the promulgation of the 
new Constitution, ^ 

Seventh— -The provisions of 
other laws which do not contra- 
vene the I'epublican regime and 
republican decrees are enforce- 
able. 

Eight— No other law * can be 
promulgated unless officially pro- 
claimed after endorsement by the 
President of the Republic. , ^. 

Ninth — To regulate its* duties, 
the government shall prepare, in 
accordance with I^epublican dec- 
rees and laws, regulations which 
after endoisement by the Prime 
Minister, shall be enforced. 

This order is issued for the 
enforcement of the above men- 
tioned provisions.

REPUBLICAN DECREE 
NO. 2, 

DATED JULY 26, 1973. 

In the name of God Almighty, 
the Benevolent, the Merciful, 

The President of the Repub- 
lic of Afghanistan proclaims the 
following provisions: 

First— Olficers and members of 
the armed forces and all civil 
servants and judges of the state, 
after takhig the oath of loyalty 
to the Republic of Afghanistan, 
shall continue their duties. 

Second- Those officers and ci- 
vil servants who have been reliev- 
ed of their posts through the de- 
cision of the Republic shall re- 
main in a state of waiting in ac-- 
cordance \'vith the regulations of 
the armed forces and Civil Ser- 
vice Law. 

Third— Officers of the army and 
civil servants are subservient to 
the laws and republican decrees 



and shall perform their duties in 
accordance with them and hold 
responsibility in accordance with 
the laws. 

Fourth The officers of the ar- 
my and civil servants are dufy- 
botmd in the areas of their duties 
to sign the following document 
of loyally to the Republic: 

a— The lext of the oath for the 
army of the Republic of Afghan- 
istan : 

i swea.' by God Almighty and 
the dignity of the Holy Koran 
that 1 shall be loyal to the Isla- 
mic Republic of Afghanistan and 
sacrifice my life in defending and 
protecting the national honour 
and- territorial integrity of the na- 
tion in the honourable service of 
the .army and its flag, under the 
guidance of the President of the 
Republic. 

b. ,The text of the oath for civil 
servants : 

I swear by God Almighty to be 
loyal to the RepubUc of Afghanis- 
tan, obey the President of the 
State, respect and enforce the 
decrees and laws of the Republic 
and not disobey their provisions, 
and my aim is to serve for the 
welfare of the people of Afghan- 
istan and the Republic.

THE REPUBLICAN DECREE 
NO. THREE 

DATED JULY 26, 1973. 
In the name of God Almighty, 
[the Benevolent, the Merciful, 

The President of State of the 
Republic of Afghanistan proc- 
laims the following provisions : 

First — The provisions of Chap- 
ter Sevcii of the Constitution of 
October I, 1964 related to the 
judiciary are abrogated from July 
17, 1973. 

Second — Tne powers entrust- 
ed to the king in the chapter on 
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the judiciary in the Constitution 
of October 1, 1964 are transferred 
to the President of the Republic- 
an State from July 17, 1973. 

Third — The specific powers of 
the Chief Justice embodied in 
Chapter Seven of the Constitution 
of October 1, 19S4 are being tran- 
sferred to the Justice Minister 
after the issuance oS this repub- 
lican decree. 

Fourth — The powers of the Su- 
preme Court referred to in Chap- 
ter Seven of the Constitution of 
October 1, 1964 are transferred to 
the Council of Justice in the Jus- 
tice Ministry. 

Fifth- The Council of Justice 
of the Justice Ministry comprises 
as members the Minister of Jus- 
tice (Attorney General) as Chair- 
man, the Piesident of the Cas- 
sation Court, the Deputy Attor- 
ney General, and the Deputy 
Minister for Administrative - Aff- 
airs. 

Sixth — The Prime Minister 
has the autnority to appoint one 
or several learned people as me- 
mbers of the Council of Justice of 
the Justice Ministry. These me- 
mbers can also be appointed on 
the proposal of the minister of 
Justice with endorsement from 
the Prime Aiinistry. The memb- 
ers of the Council shall not hold 
any other post in the government. 

Seventh — All the courts of Af- 
ghanistan are: 

a — General courts which have 
the authority to consider all ca- 
ses, unless the law clearly en- 
trusts the handling of cases to 
other courts. 

These courts are : • cassation, 
appellate, provincial courts, pri- 
mary courts, and other courts 
which are established, when ne- 
cessary, on the proposal of the 
Council' of Justice of the Justice 
Ministry and approval of the Pre- 
sident of the Republic. 

b — Special courts which have 
the power to handle cases which 
the law cleaily entrusts to them. 
These courts are: 

1. The sitting of the Council of ^ 
Justice as the high court for ju- 
dges. 

2. Juvenile delinquent courts. 

3. Labour and labourers' courts. 

4. Special primary civil ser- 
vants courts and other courts wh- 
ich will be established, when ne- 
cessary, on the proposal of the 
Council of Justice with the appro- 
val of the President of the Re- 
public. 

Eight— The authority of the jur 
diciary consists of attending to 
all disputes, in which real or 
legal persons, including the com- 
ponent parts of the state, are 
defendants and in whose presence 
disputes are handled. 

The area of the authority of 
the army tribunals, exclusive to 
offences in the army of Afghan- 
istan, is outside the order of this 
decree- 

Ninth, — The Law on the organi- 
sation md authority of the judi- 
ciary which was promulgated ac- 
cording to a legislative decree and 
all its supplements are abrogated 
from July 17, 1973 but those pro- 
visions v^vfiich do not contravene 
the provisions of this decree are 
enforceable in the name of the 
law ot authci-ity and organisation 



of the judiciary of the Kepublic of 
Afghanistan 

Tenth— The judges of the Re- 
public of Afghanistan are appoin- 
ted on the proposal of the Justice 
Ministry with the approval of the 
President of the State. 

Eleventh —Those judges who 
ihad the judicial authority in ac- 
cordance with the previous laws 
prior to the promulgation of this 
decree, are obliged, with the pro- 
clamation of the Republic, to ta- 
ke the following oath in jthe name 
of the Republic of Afghanistan to 
be able to preserve their judicial 

authority i 

I swear in the name of God Al- 
mighty to perform judicial duties 
honestly and with dignity and 
respect the tenets of Holy Is- 
lam and other values of the Re- 
public of Afghanistan and dec- 
rees and laws of the state, to 
preserve the secrets of my duty 
and to be loyal to the republican 
state of Afghanistan; 

Twelfth— In cases under their 
study the courts should enforce 
the provisions ot the republican 
decrees and state laws which do 
not contravene the values of the 
republicanism. If there is no 
order -n the above mention- 
ed cases, they shall issue 
decisions in pursuance of the ge- 
neral principles of the Hanafi Fe- 
qha of Islam and within the limits 
of instruction set by the republic- 
an decrees which should, in the 
best way, attain justice. 

Thirteen- All the definitive de- 
cisions of the courts which are 
being issued after the promulga- 
tion of +his decree shall be enfor- 
ceable, but in cases of a court 
order for the execution of a per- 
son, the enforcement of this or- 
der depends on the endorsement 
of the President. of the Republic. 

Fourteenth— Judges appointed 
in accordance with the orders of 
the Republic acquire judicial au- 
thority in accordance with the 
provision of this decree. 
Fifteenth -Those judges who do 
not rightly carry out their duties, 
or commit offences in perform- 
ing the same, will be investiga- 
ted in accordance with the law 
and will be sentenced to punish- 
ment set by the law. 

Sixteenth— The administrative 
personnel of the judiciary and - 
other state administrative perso- 
nnel are subservient to the ge- 
neral and supplementary provis- 
ions of the state laws for civil 
servants. The promulgation of th- 
ese orders shall be proclaimed in 
accordance with the repubhcan 
decrees. 

Seventeenth — The provisions of 
the laws promulgated prior to the 
proclamati')n of the Republic of 
Afghanistan! are enforceable on 
the condition that they do not 
contravene the spirit of the repub- 
lican decrees and their related 
laws. 

— Elixteenth— The admiriiistrativei 
powers mentioned in his decree 
are enforceable pending the pro- 
mulgation *of the new Constitu- 
tion. 

Order is issued for the promul- 
gation of the above-mentioned 
provisions.

EDUCATIONAL REFORM 

Presidential Decree No. 205 dated 30/5/52 
(August 21, 1973). 

Excellency Dr. Abdul Majid, Justice Minister: 
In Afghanistan primary, secondary, vocatianSid and 
religious, and higher education are all provided and 
organised by the State. 

The Republican State in the light of its obli- 
gations to the people of Afghanistan guides Jiixl or- 
ganises all educational est^ablishmenty* For the rea- 
lisation cf the wishes of the pec^le Afg^nistan 
from the Republic, the President of the State with 
the eixkmement of the Central Cwnmittee notes the 
following: 

1. Religious medrMsahs, primaiiy and aecondary 
schcM>ls, vocational training institutions, univenities 
and other institutions of higher education shall be ad- 
ministered and guided by the Ministry of Education. 

2. Rectors fand faculty members, tethers, 
officials and employees of educational establishments, 
in accordance with the Civil Service Law shall be

3. For the take of efficient organisation of ed- 
ucational affairs the Ministry of Education is obliged 
to propose legislations and regulations related to con- 
eerned areas. 

4. Laws and regulations pertaining to application 
«jf above provisions shall come into lorce in accord- 
ance with Articles Eight and JSTine of the Presidential

5. The provisions of thi^ decree are enforcible 

until amended and coming into foiOe of laws which 
shall be' promulgated in accordance with the provis- , 
ions of the new constitution.

In the name of God, the Merci- 
ful and the Compassionate. 

Dear, noble and appreciative 
countrymen of Afghanistan: 

On the occasion of this national 
ressurection and incredible po- 
litical transformation which have 
taken place in our dear coimtry, 
Afghanistan, once again I wish to 
offer on behalf of myself and 
my heroic colleagues, who, by 
the power of the will of the Af- 
ghan nation selflessly undertook 
to accomplish this great historic 
task and thus laid down the foim- 
dations of the first republic in 
Afghanistan, our most sincere 
congratulations to the entire no- 
ble and hardworking people of 
the country, particularly to the 
selfless and young army of Af- 
ghanistan. 

Similarly I wish to express my 
gratitude and thanks for the en- 
thusiastic support given by the 
people of Afghanistan from the 
first day of the establishment of 



the Hepublican regime in pur 
homeland. My esteemefl compat- 
riots are awar^ that the actual 
date of the recovery of Afghanis- 
tan's independence is May 27th, 
but since long years it has become 
a tradition to commemorate this 
sacred national event on August 
23rd. This year too, in conformity 
with past practice I consider my- 
self bound by conscience to ex- 
tend congratulations on behalf of 
myself and my colleagues to all 
my esteemed countrymen. 

Three major campaigns con- 
ducted by the Afghan nation 
against colonial aggression are 
great and irrefutable witnesses 
of the selflessness, patriotism and 
indefatigueable will of our peo- 
ple. 

The recovery of the country's 
independence through determined 
efforts by the great leaders of 
Afghanistan and the selfless 
army and national forces 
of the Afghan nation 54 
years ago was another per- 
fect example of this concept. We 
look with appreciation and reve- 
rence upon the unforgettable ser- 
vices of His Majesty Amanullah 
Khan Ghazi and His Majesty Ghazi 
Mohammad Nader Shah Shaheed 
and other great men who stood 



in the first ranks of our struggle 
against aliens and also the sacri- 
fices given by tlie sons of this 
soil, who with inherent courage 
and innate love of freedom gave 
up their life. Our boundless bles- 
sings upon all martyrs of the war 
of independence. 

Esteemed countrymen and dear 
sisters and brothers: 

We shall strive, step by step, 
to bring about fundamental chan- 
ges in the economic, social and 
political life of the society in ac- 
cordance with the conditions and 
laws governing evolution of the 
society and in conformity with 
plans, with the help of God and 
cooperation of our people. 

Xhis is a" pledge which was mar 
de to the people of Afghanistan 
on the first day of the proclama- 
tion of the Republic. I am hope- 
ful that with the help of Almighty 
God, I and my colleagues will 
adhere honestly and loyally to 
this ideal as long as we live but 
the question as to why we have 
sacrificed our family and class 
interests for national interests 
and the interests of the deprived 
classes of the country will un- 
doubtedly arise in the minds of 
the public and the peonies of the 
world. 

The answer to this question is 
that the unfair and anti-national 
policy followed by the monarchy 

during the past decade and the 
explicit reactions of the masses 
in Afghanistan, particularly of 
the intelligentsia to it, as also 
the rapid changes in the situa- 
tion of the region and the world 
in favour of freedom and progress 
and to the detriment of oppres- 
sion, reaction and coloni^dism, 
did not permit any conscientious 
and patriotic Afghan to remain 
silent in the face of all these 
atrocities. It was in the light of 
this sense of patriotic responsibi- 
lity that we, as we annoimced in 
our first statement, "for the fu- 
ture prosperity of the homeland", 
we hoisted the banner of "Real 
and true republicanism and de- 
mocracy founded upon service to 
the majority of the people of Af- 
ghanistan" and by the grace of 
God we took the first step toward 
the realisation of the full rights 
of the people and the full reali- 
sation of national sovereignty. 



My dear countrymen are aware 
that those time old hopes and 
those good wishes which had been 
expressed with goodwill ten years 
ago, were not only ignored, but 
the former regime worked against 
the interests of the deprived clas- 
ses, and against true democracy 
and progress of the country. Our 



dear If^meland, Afghanistan is a 
land possessing considerable na- 
tural resources, a fertile soil, a 
capable and hardworking people, 
and an ancient culture and civili- 
zation, but notwithstanding these 
faTourable factors the position of 
our country and the condition of 
its people are pitiable because of 
the actions of the discarded re- 
gime. 
Dear countrymen: 

ing the past ten years a 
deep crisis overtook our society 
in the various economic, social 
and political spheres, which is 
assessed here briefly: 

IN THE ECONOMIC SPHERE: 

The country's economy which 
under the first and second five- 
' par plans was achieving relative 
.^^uwth. became stagnant and mo- 
ved toward complete breakdown 
and bankruptcy. Economic plan- 
ning became subservient to per- 
sonal whims and fancies; lost its 
effectiveness for the economic 
growth of the country;, the rate 
of economic growth was slacken- 
ed and the accumulation of capi- 
tal did not take place. The vol- 
ume of capital investment by the 
State was reduced from year to 
year; private savings and capital 
were not attracted for the crea- 
tion of industries. For example, 
wWIe the total capital investment 
I under the sea a£ five-year plan 
amounted to 26.60 bfllion Afgha- 
nis, this amount dropped to 19.35 
bOlions under the so-called third 
five-year plan. If we set aside a 
few projects under the seconcf 
plan, which, too, were implement- 
ed with the help of the friendly 
countries, then the country's eco- 
nomy in the past one decade, wh- 
ile keeping in view the annual 
growth in population, the rising 
prices and the rate of economic 
growth in similarly developing 
countries, instead of taking a step 
forward, retrogressed. As a result 
of this situation no substantial 
growth in national income has 
occurred and on the contrary, the 
major part of the funds instead 
of being utilised as capital invest- 
ment were squandered in wrong 
ways and on personal whims. Pri- 
vate investment which under the 
first five-year plan constituted 9.6 
percent of the total capital invest- 
ment, dropped to 6.7 percent un- 
der the so-called third five-year 
plan. Although under the first and 
second five-year plans the econo- 
mic infrastructure was built up 
to a certain degree, yet it was not 
utilise^ for economic growth and 
industrialisation. 

No notable increases in indus- 
trial production have occurred 



during the past decade. In the 
field of agriculture, too, no subs- 
tantial changes have taken place. 

At present the country's econo- 
my rests upon agriculture and 
agriculture constitutes 90 percent 
of the gross national output. Anti- 
quated agricultural methods cou- 
pled with ancient and backward 
} techniques, which, regrettably are 
still evident in our society, have 
led to the poverty of our farmers, 
limitedness of national market, 
lack of purchasing power among 
the population and scarcity of 
raw material. During these ten 
years no effective step has been I 
taken to improve the taxation sys; 
tem in Afghanistan. Taxes con- 
tinue to hold an insignificant pla- 
ce in the state revenues. Land tax, 
cattle and livestock tax and in- 
come tax paybale by merchants 
and local and foreign commer- 
cial concerns, have fallen to an 
extremely low level and instead, 
indirect taxation was resorted to 
meet the extra expenditures of 
the State. 

In the country's foreign trade, 
too, during the past ten years an 
open-door .policy was pursued; no 
distinction was made between im- 
port of essential and unnecessary 
commodities and no improvement 
occurred in the export of major 
products firom the country. No 
controls were imposed upon for- 
eign exchange in the country and 
the previous foreign currency rat- 
es imposed on major export com- 
modities were discarded. The mon- 
etary policy of the state regarding 
foreign currency was subjected to 
fluctuations and malpractices of 
black market. Not only the foreign 



trade agencies and merchant we^ 
re not dealt with according to 
law, but they were granted ille- 
gal concessions and thus the 
I country's economy was weakened 
and bankrupted. In short, during 
the past ten years our country 
was exposed to irregularities and 
economic confusion which brou- 
ght it face to face with complete 
bankruptcy and led to the total 
stagnation of industrial, economic 
and social progress. 

IN THE SOCIAL SPHEBE: 

The standard of living, culture 
and public health in our home- 
land is at the lowest level in the 
world. During the last ten years 
the standard of living of the peo- 
ple of Afghanistan has consis- 
tently deteriorated wMle the 
cost of living has gone up, there- 
by creating a heavy and intoler- 
able burden which became badc- 
breaking as the years went by. 
Prices went up unabatedly, but 
-the salaries of junior government 
employees and manual workers 
in offices as well as thie wages of 
workers did not exceed subsisten- 
ce level. Poverty and unemploy- 
ment became rampant and home- 
lessness and diseases increased 
than ever before. Education and 
national culture became decadent 
and insecurity and lawlessness 
took hold of society. The despo- 
tism and cruelty of the influen- 
tial and higher govemm^t oiB- 

cials became more severe and 
corruption spread 'iti the adminis- 
tration resulting in disgrace. Em- 
bezzlement from the state trea- 
sury and abuse of national weal- 
th became prevalent. Embezzle- 
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strong w^re defended, and the 
voice of the down trodden was 
not heard. The people especially 
the youth were led towards im- 
morality. Anti-national plots lea- 
ding to schism among the people 
were hatched every day, and po- 
litical abuse was made of the 
false democracy. The parliament 
was changed into a voting ma- 
chine and approval of antination- 
al deeds of the regime as well 
as an organ for looting the na- 
tional treasury, and the pockets of 
the people. The rights and real 
liberties of the people were im- 
pinged upon every day and dis- 
regarded in practice. The. law of 
the jungle, despotism and anar- 
chy ruled supreme in the country. 

The hallmark of the policy of 
tRe former regime under the 
main title of policy of neutrality 
was the policy of exploitation. 

In words free judgment in for- 
eign policy was given prominence, 
but in practice free judgment was 
never exercised. The state was 
not truthful in its foreign policy.- 
Deceit and intrigue and compro- 
mise and obeisance characterised 
this policy. 

Neither the cries of the suffer- 
ing people, nor the signals of 
danger given every where suc- 
ceeded in drawing the attention 
of that conceited regime to the 
misery of the nation. All hopes 
for reform were dead, and the 
only way left was the overthrow 
of the regime. 

The deshevelled and calamitous 
state of affairs that we have in- 




ment, graft, hoarding, smuggling, 
usury and profiteering steadily 
increased. Thus the majority of 
our people who already, lived in 
hardship, were pressed even fur- 
ther. 

IN THE POLinCAt FIELD: 

The domestic policy of the state 
in the past ten years was based 
on hypocrisy, political fraud and 
public deceit. Resorting to thr- 
eats and incitement, coercion, 
creation of fear, discrimination 
and favour^sm against various 



gr,oups of people, the policy of 

divide and rule and intrigues am- 
ong the various tribes in Afghan- 
istan were the prime factors for 
the prepetuation of the monar^ 
chy. 

The incitement of the reaction- 
ary forces and encouraging them 
to attack the patriots under the 
guise of democracy held a high 
position in the internal policy of 
the fallen regime. 

• 

The people were smotiered and 
suppressed and the cruelty and 
injustice perpetrated by 
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herited from the former regime 
makes our task even more one- 
rous. 

Lags exist in all fields of 'our 
economic ^d social life that 
ought to be bridged and the 
drawbacks existing in the method 
of work overcome. The economy 
of the country is in great sham- 
bles and completely disorganised. 
Great difficulties exist in the so- 
cial life of the people. The admi- 
nistration is absolutely corrupt 
and outmoded. Social injustices 
are evident in all the spheres of 
life. Poverty, unemployment, dis- 
ease and illiteracy are overriding 
the country. Discrimination and 
inequality have produced unsound 
consequences. Thus, there are 
tens of difficulties that should be 
solved, and hundreds of onerous 
national duties that should be ful- 
filled. 

But can these problems be sol- 
ved all at once? And can we per- 
form the hundreds of national du- 
ties that are before us instantly? 

The experience of some coun- 
tries that have initiated political 
and economic growth confirm the 
fact that haste and resorting to 
every possible and impossible me- 
asure for the sudden overcoming 
of centuries of backwardness and 
the immediate reforming of all 
affairs, is a futile and immature 
act. Therefore, we should move 
ahead with reforming the society 
and providing better conditions_of 

livmg for the people with wisdom 
and patience, correct evaluation 
and the maximum exploitation of 
all possibilities. 

We should step by step expand 
the sphere of practical achieve- 
ments and go from one stage to 
the other. 

The prime condition for the 
successful performance of all the 
onerous national duties is the par- 
ticipation of all the people in the 

economic, social and political life 
of the country. 
Dear countrymen! 

At this juncture we face the 
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following questions: What can 
we do? Where should we start? 
Which path should we take? 

To answer these questions, it 
should be proclaimed first of all 
that in the present situation, the 
chief and most imposing duty of 
tile young Republican regime of 
Afghanistan is the consolidation 
of the foundation of the Republic, 
guaranteeing of security and im- 
munity and insuring the rule of 
law in the country so that sound 
trustworthy and democratic coji' 
ditions are created for the people 
throughout the country without 
any discrimination or privilege, 
and as soon as possible a com- 
mission be set up to study and 
draft the constitution of the R'^- 
public of Afghanistan which will 
after leqal steps and the appro- 
val of the Grand National Assem- 
bly of Afgh''»mstan be promulffa- 

ted for the realisation of real 
democracy. 

The Repubhcan regime of Af- 
ghanistan is desirous of profound 
and basic changes in the social 
structure of the country. The state 
with due consideration to -and 
meeting the above mentioned ob- 
ligations, and concurrently, will 
strive to perform the following 
duties: 

I. POLITICAL REFOEMS: 

With the fall of the old regime 
possibilities have now been crea- 
ted for the transfer of all state 
powers to the people and the em- 
bodiment of national sovereignty 
in the corpus of the young and de- 
mocratfc Republic of Afghanis- 
tan. . ' _ ■ w' - * 

NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY: 

Fortunately the Republic of 
Afghanistan commands the sin- 
cere support of the majority of 
the people and represents their 
interests. In the future, based on 
the Constitution of the Republic 
which will be promulgated, the 
Council of the Republican State 
will be reelected, the organs of 
the state separated on the basis 



of the equality of rights and lh( 
lawful participation of the peoplr 
of Afghanistan. 

The Republican state in orde* 
to defend the territorial integrity 
ijpdependence as well as nationaj 
sovereignty of our country Afgha- 
nistan which are of its sacred du- 
ties, as also to insure a balance 
of power in this part of the world, 
will strengthen the country's de- 
fence forces; the young army of 
Afghanistan is now the army of 
the republic. 

The Republican state will clean 
up and reform the administration 
from the viewpoint of personnel, 
mode of work, efficiency and ma- 
nagement procedures, and will 
recognise and reader it more co- 
mplete. 

The Republican state of Af- 
ghanistan which has been estab- 
lished in conformity with the in- 
terests nf the people by the sac- 
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rifices of patriotic men of the 
public will expand and extend 
democratic rights and liberties 
with the promulgation of the con- 
stitution of the Republic and 
other complementary laws for the 
progress and evolution of society, 
the consolidation of the new or- 
der and material well-being. 

The Republican state of Afgha- 
nistan in order to insure the lib- 
erties of the people in the frame- 
work of national interests and 
those of the Republican regime 
will from this very moment take 
necessary measures.

mon national culture. 

Therefore, the Republican Sta- 
te is striving for the creation of 
a real moral and material unity, 
among the people of Afghanistan 
based upon equality, brotherhood, 
and friendship, and to uproot all 
forms of discrimination. 

II ECONOMIC REFORMS: 

Afghanistan is a developing 
country from the economic point 
of view. In order to overcome 
this backwardness we ought to 
take big and rapid steps forward 
and bring about basic changes, a 
national economy^ independent, 
well coordinated and based on 
planning and modern science and 
technology ought to be establish- 
ed. 

EXPANSION OF INDUSTRIES: 

The Republican State of Af- 
ghanistan attaches great import- 
ance to heavy industries, such as 
extraction of mines, and metal 
and machine building industries, 
chemical industries and electric 
power, which insure rapid econo- 
mic growth and consolidation of 
the independence of the country, 
serious steps are envisaged to be 
taken in this sector of the econo- 
my. Exploitation of the Hajigak 
iron ore for setting up of a smel- 
ting mOl and industrialisation of 
the country is our long cherished 
wish. 

The Republican state will en- 
courage, protect and guide and 
control private investment and 
private enterprise in the field of 
light and medium industries as 
well as handicrafts, and necess- 
ary cooperation will be in ured 
between the private and state 
capitals for progress, coordinati-

The Republican state considers 
the protection of national indus- 
tries and handicrafts as well as 
national arts its paramount duty, 
and will adopt a policy of pro- 
tection for home industries and 
commercial enterprises against 
the competing foreign products 
and capital. 

COMMERCE: 

The Repubhcan State will guide 
the country's foreign trade on 
the principle of guided commerce 
based upon national interests. 

IN THE MONETARY AND 
FINANCIAL SPHERE: 

The Republican State will es- 
tablish a strict control upon for 

eign exchange. The State will pre- 
vent the circulation of money in 
the black market at exorbitant 
profit and it will encourage and 
guarantee deposits and savings 
in the banks.

The Republic of Afghanistan 
will institute land reforms in the 
interests of the majority of the 
people of Afghanistan as one of 
its major steps in the programme 
for fundamental reforms. 

Cooperatives- and cooperative 
companies for agriculture, ♦ pro- 
duction and consumption will be 
established with participation of 
majority of farmers and in their 
uiterest. The State will reclaim 
and provide irrigation facilities, 
if possible, for arid lands. 

Similarly, the State will adopt 

scientific measures for expanding 
and developing animal husbandry. 

CONSTRUCTION, 
COMMUNICATIONS AND 
TRANSPORT: 

The Republican State will build 
public constructions according 
to the requirements of the time. 
It will accelerate the pace of 
house-construction and houses 
will be distributed among the 
homeless and the deserving ac- 
cording to rules and regulations. 

The State will improve town 
planning in the country and in 
particular, it will implement the 
25-year reconstruction plan for 
Kabul City. The State will expand 
the communications networks, 
link cities and major points of 
economic importance with motor- 
able roads and it will study the 
possibility of building railroads 
in the country in the futiure. 

In order to expedite the pace 
of transportation and promote

Therefore, the Government of 
the Republic of Afghanistan con- 
templates applying the follow- 
ing programmes for social re- 
forms : 

IMPROVING WOKKING 
CONDITIONS: 

The Republican State vjrill take 
appropriate step for improving 
working conditions and the 
conditions of living of Go- 
vernment officials and em- 
ployees. Promotion to higher 
government posts will be based 
upon suitability, piety, capability, 
past record, the spirit of patrio- 
tism and love of serving the coun- 
try and the cause of the home- 
land's progress and prosperity. 

The State among its first steps 
will fix the minimum wages for 
workers in proportion to their 
daily needs and essential require- 
ments. It will also fix hours of 
work and will ensure equal pay 
for equal work. 

The State will formulate and 
apply a progressive and demo- 
cratic labour law for improving 
working conditions and protect- 
ing the personal and social rights 
of industrial and agricultural wor- 
kers. 

The Republican State will esta- 
blish social security insurance for 
workers and other urban and ru^ 
ral toilers in conformity with its 
financial resources. It will al^o 
keep in view the improvement of 
municipalities in order to better 
living conditions of the people. It 
will make vigorous efforts to fix 
rents for houses, organisations 
and shops. 

ALLROUND PROGRESS: 

The Republic of Afghanistan 
will review and modify education- 
al programmes and it will strive 
for eliminating illiteracy am- 
ong the masses and bringing ab- 
out cultural changes in the land 
on the basis of national and pro- 
gressive culture.

The Republic will provide ef- 
fective assistance for expanding 
the press and democratic publica- 
tions with the object of awaken- 
ing the masses and it will stren- 
gthen and expand the national 
arts, theatre and cinemas and the 
radio. It will also take necessary 
action to create television net- 
work in the country. 

In order to expand and develop 
scientific and historical research 
on the country's civilisation the 
Government will take all neces- 
sary steps for protecting and 
preserving historical monuments 
as also for archaeological resear- 
ch and establishing national mu- 
seums. 

The State will strive to estab- 
lish libraries on various levels in 
different parts of the country. 

The Republican State will 
expand and develop curative me- 
dicine and state hospitals so that 
medical treatment may be made 
available, as far as feasible for 
all compatriots. It will strive, in 
particular to expand facilities for 
preventive medicine and facilities 
will be provided to prevent the 
outbreak of communicable di^ 
eases. 

Subject to the country's finan- 
cial resources the Government 
will establish maternity hospitals, 
nurseries and kindergartens to 
help mothers and children and 
promote, the cause of bringing up 
a healthy new generation. 

In order to uproot immorality 
and addiction to hashish, opium 
and alcohol the Government will 
adopt vigorous measures and it 
will combat rising prices, hoard- 
ing and smuggling. 

The Republican State will take 
steps to create equal opportuni- 
ties for Afghan women in all 
spheres of economic, social, poli- 
tical and cultural life in the coun- 
try. 

The State will take steps as far 
as possible for resettling nomads 
and alloting State lands to land- 
less people and the traces of no- 
madic and tribal life will thus be 
eliminated. 

Dear countrymen: 

It is evident that economic and 
social progress and cultural chan- 
ge are closely linked with funda- 
mental reforms and the estabhsli- 
ment of a true democracy. Vast 
social and political changes have 
taken place in the region and the 
world and national as well as so- 
cial movements are on the in- 
crease. The forces -of peace and 
freedom are gaiiing over war 
and aggression. 1 he policy of pea- 
ce and peaceful co-existence is 
winning more supporters in the 
World. 



Therefore the young Republic- 
an State of Afghanistan, by keep- 
ing in view these world changes 
and in conformity with its pro- 
gressive domestic policy takes in- 
to consideration the following 
facts in formulating its foreign 
policy : 

Afghanistan always has been 
and will be a peaceful country. 
This policy will, in particular, be 
perpetuated by the Government 
of the young republic of Afghan- 
istan. 

The Republic of Afghanistan 
while remaining loyal to its fairly 
concluded interrtational treaties, 
believes that with the help of 
the member-states of the United 
Nations and in harmony with the 
other peace-loving countries of 
the world, it can participate in 
preserving international peace 
and security, removing internati- 
onal tensions and contributing to 
the success of the policy of de- 
tente. 

The Republic of Afghanistan 
believes that the policy of colon- 
ialism and racialism should be 
put an end to; that the principle 
of the right of self determination 
of nations should be realized; 
that the traces of Israel's agg- 
ression against the Arab count- 
ries should be erased; and the 
national rights of the people of 
Palestine should be restored. 

The policy of peaceful co-exis- 
tence among countries pursuing 
different social systems should be 
followed consistently; the policy 
of aggression and war should be 
ended and that recourse to force 
for settling differences should b^ 
abandoned. 

By believing in these objecti- 
ves the policy of the Republic of 
of, Afghanistan is firmly based 
upon the principle of an indepen- 
dent and peaceful, positive and 
active neutrality, non-participati- 
on in military pacts, respect for 
the United Nations Charter, sup- 
port for the freedom movements, 
friendship and cooperation and 
the strengthening of amicable re- 
lations with all peace-loving co- 
untries in the world, and expan- 
sion of relations and cooperation 
in the economic, technical and cul- 
tural fields with these countries 
on the basis of mutual national 
interests. 

The Republic of Afghanistan in 
conformity with the free will of 
its people and in confirmation of 
the Republican proclamation once 
again announces clearly and ho- 
nestly that the substance of Af- 
ghanistan's domestic and foreign 
policies is compounded on the 
principle of peace, justice, nati- 
onal freedom, national sovereign- 
ty and national independence. 
Therefore I wish to repeat that 
living in peace and the strength- 
ening of friendly ties with mu- 
tual respect with all peoples and 
nations of the world constitute 
one of our heartfe'^t desires, and 



in accordance with the principle ot 
neighbourliness we wish to em- 
phasize that good-neighbourly 
ties and our friendship with the 
Soviet Union are unfalterable. 

We have friendly and sincere 
rel,ations with our other neigh- 
bour the People's Republic of 
China, and wish for the furth^ 
expansion of this friendship. 

Our relations with our Iranian 
brothers have always been friend- 
ly and hope for the further can- 
solidation of these friendly ties. 

As regards our relations^ with 
Pakistan it ought to be said, thtt 

regrettably, it is the only coun- 
try with which we have a differ- 
ence of views regarding the na- 
tional issue of Pashtoonistan and 
the inalienable rights of our Pa- 
shtoon and* Baluchi brethren. 
The Republic of Afghanistan 
with patience and complete calip- 
ness, will seriously endeavour to 
find a peaceful and honourable 
solution for the national issue of 
Pashtoonistan. 

We beli,eve that the relations 
of Afghanistan and Pakistan con- 
form to the interests of the two 
nations and peace and progress 
in the region. We hope that final- 
ly we will achieve this aim. 

Numerous spiritual ties bind us 
to the nationalistic and progres- 
sive Arab nations. We shall 
continue close cooperation with 
the nonali^ned nations of the 
world for the insurance of peace, 
the stru£^!?le ac^ainst colonialism 
in all its manifestations and the 
elimination of racial discrimina- 
tion. 

Strong bonds and considerable 
common aspects ensure our fri- 
endship with India and Ban^X- 
la Dosh, and we are desirous of 
permanent pc^acp in th(' subcon- 
tinent. 

T take this opportunity to ex- 
press c^ratitudo for all internati- 
onal orj?anisations and fricmdly 
nations, espec^ially the Soviet Un- 
ion, the T"^nitod States of Ameri- 
ca, the Federal Republic of Get- 
many and the People's Republic 
of China and all other friendly 
nations who have contributed to 
the development and progress of 
our country, and to thank them 
from the depth of my heart on 
behalf of the state and people of 
Afghanistan. 

Dear Countrymen: 

Allow me to proclaim unambi- 
guously which is one of the cha- 
racteristics of we Afghans, and in 
the light of real progressive Is- 
lamic tenets and in accordance 
with the requirements of the ti- 
me that the young Republican 
State of Afghanistan in order to 
implement basic reforms will mar- 
ch ahead judiciously without any 
haste and with measured steps 
without falling prey to extremist 
tendencies. We are fully aware 
that the basic duty of the Repub-

PAZHWAK ADDRESSES 
SUMMIT MEETING OF 
NON-ALIGNED NATIONS 



The following is the text of the speech by Ambas- 
sador Abdurrahman Pazhwak, special representative 
of the President of the State of the Republic of Afgha- 
nistan, delivered at the fourth summit conference of 
nonaligned countries in Algiers: 



As special representative of 
Head of State of Republic of Af- 
ghanistan Mohammad Daoud my 
first duty is to convey to all es- 
teemed heads of state and gov- 
ernment of Non-Aligned Nations 

present in this conference his 
personal greetings and his best 
wishes for their success in this 
historic conferer^ce. He also ex- 
tended in particular his regards 
to those leaders present here 
that he had the pleasure of meet- 
ing in Belgrade and joins you 
in prayer and tribute to the lea- 
ders of the Non-Alignment move- 
ment who have passed away. His 
message is one of confidence th- 
at with solidarity and cooperation 
this conference will succeed in 
achieving its goals. I should like 
to also convey his profound reg- 
ret that he was not personally 
able to attend this historic gath- 
ering. 

Allow me to, first of all, con- 
gratulate you on your election to 
the Presidency of this Conference 
of Non-Aligned countries, and 
without a pause, convey through 
you the warm salutations of the 
people of the Republic of Afghan- 
istan to the great Algerian peo- 
ple. The delegation of Afghan- 
istan wishes also to extend its 
heartfelt thanks to the Govern- 
ment of Algeria for the warm 
and generous hospitality exten- 
ded to us. 

For us it is a special source of 
satisfaction that we meet, on this 
occasion, in Algeria — the land of 
the heroic people whose great 
battle for independence was onf 
of the greatest blows to colonia 
lism in general, and particularly 
in the continent of Africa. The 
hardships suffered by the Alger- 
ian people in attaining indepen- 
dence and national sovereignty 
has set an example which shall 
be remembered by history. We 
in Afghanistan, can understand 



and appreciate the magnitude of 
the achievements of the Algerian 
nation, in the light of our own 
experiences and sacrifices endur- 
ed in so many wars waged for 
a similar cause. 

In this conference we fully su- 
pport the aspirations of the libe- 
ration movements who are at pre- 
sent fighting for their 'sacred ca- 
use. 

Mr. President, 

Allow me, on behalf of the Af- 
ghan delegation, to wholehearted- 
ly welcome the admission of sta- 
tes that have newly joined the 
family of non-aligned nations. We 
are confident that their joining 
the family of nan-aligned nati- 
ons will contribute in further str- 
engthening the cahse of non-ali- 
gnment and its objectives of 
world peace and progress. 

On the 17th of July 1975, a gr- 
eat fundamental institutional ch- 
ange took place in Afghanistian. 
Monarchy was abolished and a 
Republic proclaimed. The objec- 
tives of the newly created Re- 
public, supported by the genuine 
aspirations and dehiocratic tradi- 
tions of the Afghan people, is to 
promote the material and spirit- 
ual development of its people and 
create a new society founded on 
justice and equality for all citi- 
zens without any discrimination 

whatsoever. It is to- allow all Af- 
ghans to participate, fully and 
responsibly, in the affairs of their 
country, 'and to curb the forces 
that have hitherto hampered the 
realisation of these aspirations. 
The Republic aims at establishing 
a trustworthy security within the 
country that would permit sounc 
and positive economic, social and 
cultural reforms, and pave the 
way to true political, economic 
and cultural advancement. This 
requires the mobilisation of all 
available energies and resources, 



in all fields, in the^ interest of 
the people only, and for safe-' 
guarding our independency and 
national sovereignty. 

Ill the field of foreign affairs, 
the Republic shall adhere to the 
-principles and purposes of the 
United Nations' Charter, and sh- 
all continue to lend its unfailing 
support to those principles and 
objectives. It shall pursue its po- 
licy of political, economic and cul- , 
tural cooperation with all peace- 
loving countries, particularly the 
Third World, and shall remain 
staunchly attached to the policy 
of ♦non-alignment and non-partici- 
pation in military blocs. This po-* 
licy stems from the aspirations of 
the Afghan people for the inde- 
pendent and objective judgement 
of all international issues and 
for the promotion and developm 
ent of conditions for peace in 
the international arena. 

Mr. President, Afghanistan is 
one of the oldest non-aligned 
countries and one of the founders 
of this association of nations. In 
the first conference of the non- 
Aligned held in Belgrade, the 
he^d of the Afghan delegation, 
leciared: 

Mr. Mohammad Daoud then the 
Pnme Minister of Afghanistan 
and Presently the President and 
founder , of the Republic of Af- 
ghanistan declared: 

"Afghanistan's policy of neut- 
rality far ante-dates the events 
which have given rise to the term 
"non-Alignment". Afghanistan haf 
tr^tionally followed a policy of 
impartial judgement through ma- 
ny years;, and has never deviated 
t)#i %0u^ ev^ <lwring the 
worid wars. The establishment and 
maintenance of friendly relations 
with alL Peebles and nations and 
promotion of international coop- 
eration are important factors in 
our traditional politicsll behav- 
iour.*' 

On the ba3is of this policy, the 
R(?public of Afghanistan seeks 
ui>derstanding, cooperation and 
mutual respecf and friendship am- 
ong all peoples ^d nations of 
thief world—big or small, near or 
far — ^with no discrimination dir- 
ected towards anyone, on the basis 
of the principle of peaceful co- 
^istence. Afghanistan has alrea- 
dy achieved this objective; and 
shall continue to further its fr- 
iendly relations with all count- 
ries. 

We regret, however, that there 
is only one country, nantely Pa- 
kistan, with which we have not 
been able to solve pur political 
difference. The question of Pash- 
tunistan, which has emanated 
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from a refusal by Pakistan to re- 
cognise the legitimate rights and 
demands of over seven million 
people sepamted by a colonial po- 
wer from their fatherland, Af- 
ghanistan, still remains unsolv- 
ed. We shall spare no effort in 
seeking and realising a solution 
to this question, on the basi^ of 
the will of the people and inter- 
national justice. 

Mr. President, on the vaster in- 
ternational scene, particularly o^ 
these issues which will come be- 
fore this Conference, we shall ta- 
ke the opportunity to express our 
views. We would like to see this 
Conference do its best to analyse 
the new trends in international 
relations. While we welcome the 
somewhat relaxation of tensions, 
among the big powers and an in- 
clination towards detente and dia- 
logue, we cannot lightly dismiss 
the eventuality of certain effects 
which niay prove detrimental to 
the interest of the small nations 
and the Third World. No detente 
can result in a just and lasting 
peace and rehable • international 
security unless it encompasses all 
countries and all regions. 

We expect this Conference to 
pay special attention to the con- 
cern of the small nations, in all 
fields of international life. Mat- 
ters of equal or even of more 
interest to the majority 
of the nations of the world can- 
not be allowed to be decided upon 
without the full and equal partic- 
ipation .of all countries. We can- 
not be expected to endorse any 
arrangement which would imply 
that solutions to world problems 
lie solely within the grasp of 
stronger powers, and that the for- 
mula for such solutions remain 
their sole monopoly. The demo- 
cratisation of international deci- 
sions and actions is essential. If 
this prerequisite, which emanates 
from the fundamental principle 
of equality of all nations, rem- 
ains unrealised, world peace shall 
remain fragile and precarious. 
This Conference should give its 
full support for the strengthening 
of the United Nations in the ach- 
ieyeraent of this purpose. 

The situation in the Middle East 
is a great source of concern. The 
efforts of the non- Aligned coun- 
tries in the Security Council ha- 
ve, unfortunately, been vetoed. 
The occupation of the Arab lands 
continues. We hope that this Con- 
ference will make a special ef- 
fort for the implementation of 
Resolution 242 of the Security 
Council and the application of the 
United Nations' Charter. Afgha- 
nistan supports the inalienable 
rights of the people of Palestine 
to their homelaids. 



Although Afghanistan is not an 
Arab country, being a part of the 
Middle East, we have to give 
strong expression to our concern 
over any situation in this part of 
the world and make our position 
and our interest on the issiie 
clear. As it has been stated in 
the United Nations by my delega- 
tion, although Afghanistan is a 
moslem country, my Government 

has never evoked Islam as a reli- 
gious mystique in political prob- 
lems under the non-sectarian na- 
ture of the United Nations' Char- 
ter. In explaining our interest in 
the overall question involving Is- 
rael and the Arab countries, we 
have put forward fpur considera- 
tions before the United Nations 
to which I should like to refer: 
First, that the most strategic 
region of the world still contin- 
ues in a state of war — a war whi- 
ch, if reignited to its full dimen- 
sions, as it daily threatens to be, 

would fee<t the growing confron- 
tation and the expanding commit- 
ments of the Big Powers in that 
area and shake the whole world- 
secondly, that the United Nations 
peace efforts to head off a con- 
flict have virtually come to a 
stand-still, while the vacuum the 
stalemate has left is being filled 
with an enormous expansion in 
armameyts and ^he suppliers of 
those arms are drifting into a 
polarisation of increased politi- 
cal and military commitments. It 
is a dangerous paradox in which 
future historians may describe the ■ 
peace-making of todaiy as prepar- 
ing for the war of tomorrow. 

Thirdly, the creeping paralysis 
of unimplemented resolutions— 
not only resolutions of the Gene- 
ral Assembly and its many org- 
ans, but more significantly the 
more mandatory resolutions of the 
Security Council, not only with 
respect to the Middle East, but 
also in vital decisions taken on 
Rhodesia, the Portuguese colo- 
nies, and the situation in South 
Africa— is of grave concern; It 
is a situation which threatens to 
undermine the whole fabric of 
international law and internati- 
onal morality. Far more corrosive 
than the abseike of law is indif- 
ference, disrespect and the vio- 
lation of laws to which statesm- 
en and governments are commit- 
ted. 

And this inevitably— our fourth 
point— is eating away at the very 
foundations of the United Nations 
as the world's highest custodian 
of both rule of law and the goal 
Df peace, above all, as the symbol 
of international morality, and th- 
reatens the very security of 
all countries. 



We are against acquisiton of 
territories by military force. We 
cannot expect any peace in the 
Middle East unless the Israeli 
forceps are withdrawn from the 
occupied Arab territories. 

We have with the Arab world 
very old and profound spiritual 
and cultural ties. But in addition 
to these bonds of friendship, dee- 
ply rooted in the history of the 
Middle East, there are other pr- 
inciples, to which I have just re- 
ferred, which prompt us to fully 
support the just cause of the Ar- 
abs. Therefore, our voice in sup- 
port of the Arabs should not be 
considered for the Arabs only, 
but for an countries. 

We have rightly heard through 
the years that nothing truely ef- 
fective in peacekeeping can be 
achieved without the unanimity 
of the Big Powers. But we cannot 
be expected to understand the po- 
sition of some of the Big Powers 
who demure from implementing 
and enforcing the very decisions 
they have voted for. The resolu- 
tion on the Middle East, unani- 
mously adopted on November 22, 
1967, is a classic case of this am- 
bivalence. 

Mr. President, we welcome the 
successful culmination of SALT 
talks into the recent agreements 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union, aimed at brin- 
ging about a limitation, of their 
strategic weapons, and also the 
Treaty of Non-Use of Nuclear 
Weapons, contluded among them 
in Washington. 

Although these negotiations were 
conducted outside the framework 
of the United Nations, and their 
outcome was mainly a Big Power 
arrangement, still there is room 
for recommendation by this Con- 
ference that in future the mach- 
inery of the United Nations sh- 
ould be used to the full extent 
possible for disarmament nego- 
tiations and agreements, and not 
only for those problems of arms 
control, which according to some, 
lend themselves to multilateral 
solutions. 

The delegation of Afghanistan 
wholeheartedly supports the con- 
vening of a world disarmament 
conference. The holding of a 
conference of this nature was ori- 
ginally proposed by the non-Align- 
ed countries. We hope that this 
Conference will take a positive 
step towards general and com- 
plete disarmament under effec- 
tive international control. 

It is of paramount importance 
that as collateral measure of dis- 
armament, during the. forthcom- 
ing General Assembly of the Uni- 
ted Nations, an agreement be

These 
talks were conducted in an at- 
^losphere of friendship and cor- 
diality, characteristic of the close 
ties binding India and Afghanisw 
titr, and npvfealed a similarity of 
views on riiatter$ of importance to 
both countries. 

Bilateral relations, including 
the economic and technical ex- 
change between the two coun- 
tries, ■ v/ere considered * satisfac- 
tory, aiid it was agreed that fur- 
ther measures should be taken to 
intensify and enlarge the areas 
of cooperation. Views were also 
exchanged on the overaU situa- 
tion in the region and discussions 
held on issues affecting the pea- 
ce and stability of the area. 

The visit of Mr. Mohammad 
Nairn was considered a further 
step in the consolidation of the 
friendly relations between the 
two countries. Both sides re-aff- 
irmed their desire to maah^ 
tain close contacts and welcomed 
further exchange of visits at all 
levels.

reached extending the present 
nuclear weapons test ban to all 
environments. 

We have spoken of the dang- 
ers of nuclear w^eapons to mank- 
ind, but nonetheless the threat of 
conventional weapons to the se- 
curity of small non-nuclear states 
is very real and should be viewed 
with utmost attention. This th- 
reat can emanate from a non-nuc- 
lear weapon state which has ac- 
quired important stockpiles of 
conventional weapons, by belong- 
ing to a military alliance, or 
because of its financial strength, 
or by virtue of its previleged geo- 
graphical 6r political position. In 
this connection, I wish to state 
that the recent acquisition of en- 
ormous conventional armaments 
by some countries in our region 
which has disturbed the balance 
of power and has given new dim- 
ensions to the concept of security, 
is a matter of grave concern to 
us. 

Wars and conflicts never take 
place abruptly and without a 
background. Lack of considera- 
tion of essential issues gradually 
lead to conflict. What comes 
suddenly is the conflict itself and 
its disastrous consequences are 
obvious. History has proved that 
if lack of consideration of impor- 
tant issues does not exist and 
events which have tragic and grar 
ve consequences, are brought in 
time to the attention of the world 
community, there would always^ 
be a better chance for prevent- 
ing them. 

In view of the tragic events in 
our region of the world, we still 
notice that policies leading to si- 
milar events are faking 
place. The tragic events 
In Bangladesh took place as a 
.result of such lack of considera- 
tion. This tragedy was so grave 
that if it had occurred in a re- 
mote period of history all mea- 
sures should have been taken in 
order to see it not repeated, but 
it is surprising that in such a 
short time it seems to have been 
forgotten. Our anxiety is that 
the causes which led to this tra- 
gedy could easily take place in 
the same part of the world, and 
consequently lead to another 
cruel and pointless war. 
Afghanistan has no desire but 
to Qbserve the conditions of pea- 
ce and the promotion of interna- 
tional relations in the entire v^o- 
rid, including in the region to 
which it belongs. The disttirban- 
ce of peace in one particular 
part of the world cannot rema- 
in isolated and affects internat- 
ional peace and security through- 
out the world . On this basis, Af- 
ghanistan deems it necessary to 
bring to attention of this confe- 
rence the possibility of such eve- 
nts taking place in the vicinity 
of our couptry as a result of the 



disturbance of the balance of Pp-, 
wer through armaments and po- 
litical arrangements. • 

One of the political 
measures is the attitude re- 
cently adopted by the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan against the lea^ 
ders of the National Awami Par- 
ty. 

The distinguished Heads of Sta- 
te present in this historical mee- 
ting are aware that the Govern* 
ment of Pakistan has recently ar- 
rested a number^ of the vBaluch 
^nd Pushtoon national le£|ders 
and exerts political pressure ag- 
ainst others. This provocative- 
gesture 6n the part of the Gov- 
ernment of Pakistan against the 
Pushtoon and Baluch leaders is a 
further measure taken towards, 
suffocating the aspirations and 
wishes of the people of Pushtoo- 
nistan. i • 

The people of Afghanistan who 
have deep historical, cultural and 
ethical ties with their brother 

Pushtoons and Baluchs and there- 
fore can not remain indifferent to 
this action taken b^ the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan and express 
deep concern. 

We hope that these political 
measures of Pakistan does not 
expand and cause further deterr 
ioration of the situations in the' 
region. 

Western colonialism in the 
past established by force and ot- 
her nieatts of interference, creat- 
ed artificial frontiers which viola^ 
te the inalienable rights of. pfopl- 
es and perpetuate the imperialis- 
tic designs 9f those forces to bett- 
er understanding among natipn$. 
In such cases the wrong inflicted 
upon nations must be redressed 
and as a result colonialism she- 
i uld be teiminated in such a ma- 
nner that no possibility should 
be left for any souixe of tension 
that could adversely influence 
friendly relations between coun- 
tries and peoples. 

Our policy in connection with 
the abolishment of colonialism 
and all forms of alien dominat- 
ion, apartheid and racial discri- 
minations, and our struggle aga- 
inst these ills is weir fehown. We 
shall continue this policy, with 
all thej4>ower/at our disposal. Wh^ 
en we^peak'of colonialism, we 
refer not only to the so-called 
western colonialism. Colonialism 
to us means all forms and mani- 
festations Qf alien domination- 
be it political, economic or cul- 
tural. Yet the most regretable of 
all forms of, colonialism is the do- 
mination of certain people and 
territories by countries which 
themselves have once suffered 
the evils ^nd frustrations of we- 
stern col^nialisni. 

Alniost thirteen years have pa- 
ssed and. the government of Por- 
tugal has not deemed it fit to ap- 



plv the Declaration on the Gran- 
ting of Independence to Colonial 
Countries and peoples with reg- 
ard to the territories . under its 
administration. 

The Afghan Government ful- 
ly supports the struggle of the 
Liberations Movements in the 
Portuguese territories, .and in- 
deed in all Southern Africa, and 
condemns the recent massacre 
carried out by the Portuguese 
military personnel in Mozambi- 
que. This act of violence against 
innocent villagers has aroused 
the consicence of mankind eve- 
rywhere. 

My Government strongly con- 
demns South Africa for its po- 
licy of apartheid. This poHcy 
has a corrosive influence on the 
relations among the peoples of 
South Africa as well as on the 
prospect for peace in the Afric- 
an continent. This situation, wh- 
ich becomes more and more ex- 
plosive, constitutes a threat to 
international peace and securi- 
ty^.^- 

" Afghanistan has always supp- 
orted and respected the rights oi 
the people of Zimbabwe to self- 
determination, and fully support, 
the imposition of sanctions by 
the Security Council against the 
illegal regime in Southern Rho- 
desia, but as we are all aware 
they have not been fruitful beca- 
use of the close cooperation and 
collaboration between the illeg- 
al regime of Gouthem Rhodesia. 
Bauth Africa and the Governm- 
ent of Portugal. 

We should not forget that the 
Government of United Kingdom, 
as the administering power, be- 
ars a great deal of responsibility 
for the continuation of the pre- 
sent state of affairs in Zimbab- 
we. ' y 

The racist government of So- 
^ th Africa, inspite of resolution 
2i46 (XXI) terminating its ma- 
ndate in South West Africa, has 
continued its illegal occupation 
of the territory, and has totally 
denied the inalienable rights of 
the people of Namibia. The Go-, 
vernment and people of Afgha- 
nistan condemn this attitude of 
South Africa with respect to 
Namibia and request this gather- 
ing to take appropriate .measur- 
es leading to the restoration of 
the rights of Namibiansy 

Mr. President, Afghanistan has 
always supported the heroic st- 
ruggle of the people of Vietnam 
for its freedom and inde{>ende- 
nce. Now that the Paris Agree- 
ment on the ending of war and 
the restoration of peace in Viet- 
nam and the Vientiane Agreem- 
ent on the Restoration of Peace 
and Realisation of National Con- 
corde in Laos have been signed, 
we hope that these agreements 
be fully and faithfully abided 
by all parties, concerned. The 
implementation of these accords 
will ensure the fundamental ri- 
ghts of the people of Vietnam to 
independence, sovereignty, unity 
and territorial integrity of their 



country, and the right of self- 
determination of all peoples of 
Indo-China. We are happy to no- 
te that the bombing of Cambod- 
ia: has ceased as of 15th August 
this year. ^ 

We were impressed by the sta- 
tement of the head of state of 
Cambodia that nonaligned confe- 
rence provides a forum for Cam- 
bodia to explain its problems. 

Mr. President, before conclu- 
ding I should like to say a few 
words about the question of in- 
ternational cooperation for eco- 
nomic development. In this con- 
nection, we would like to emph- 
asise that maximum cooperation 
and solidarity among the deve- 
loping countries is of great im- 
portance. Without such coopera- 
tion it seems to us that much 
has to be done for the eliminat- 
ion of possible sources of frict- 
ion between the various contin- 
ents of the Group of 77, and the 
implementation of special meas- 
ures in favour of the least deve- 
loped and the developing land- 
locked countries. 

More than twa years have el- 
apsed since the adoption of the 
International Development Stra- 
tegy. The developed countries 
have still to demonstrate the 
necessary political will to imp- 
lement the provisions of the re- 
lated agreements and resolutio- 
ns. Any further delay will lead 
us to think of some kind of re- 
fusal of the principles of inter- 
national cooperation and lack of 
willingness on the part of the 
developed countries to respect 



their commitments. We cannot ig- 
nore the negative trends that ex- 
ist in the field of world economy. 
These are explained by the unsu- 
bstantial increase in the per ca- 
pita income of the developing 
countries, the steady decline in 
their share of the world trade 
in exports, thq decrease of fin- 
ancial flow from the developed 
to the developing countries, and 
the constant growth of the bur- 
den of external debts in the de- 
veloping countries. It was me- 
apt that the International Deve- 
lopment Strategy wo6/ld stop 
such alarming trends in the wo- 
rld economy, but nothing has 
been achieved to reverse ^uch tr- 
ends. The lack of cooperation on 
behalf of the developed countri- 
es has persisted to remain un- 
changed- They have refused to 
implement the special measures 
in favour of the least developed 
and the land-locked developing 
countries, unanimously adopted 
by UNCTAD III, and endorsed by 
Ihe United Nations' General 
Assembly. We hope that this co- 
nference would give expression 
to its will and desire to see that 
the provisions of the Internatio- 
nal Development Strategy and 
the related resolutions and ag- 
reements will be implemented. 
Otherwise internatic^nal coopera- 
tion in the field of economic de- 
velopment would remain mea- 
ningless. 

To conclude I would like to say 
that in this conference we have 
heard from great statement re- 



ferences to the increasing mem- 
bership of the family of nonalign- 
ed nations, their greater solida- 
rity, the great role they have 
played in th^ arena of internati- 
onal affairs and the hopes that 
have been expressed for future 
impact of the policy of nonalign- 
ment for us is a national cause. 

We have maintained it not wi- 
thout great sacrifice. It has cost 
us a lot. We have received the 
least financial assistance for our 
greatest need. Our socio-economiq 
development, our progress, has 
been slow and our backwardness 
caused only by our wars/ against 
colonialism, still persists, but we 
are determined to follow the po- 
licy of nonalignment. We are pro- 
ud to march with those of you to 
the end of the road, to peace and 
justice and progress but only with 
honour and dignity. (Concluded)

The conference resolved

In the second resolution

General Said was bom in 
1915 in Gulbahar.

He graduated from high 
school in 1936, and went 
on to study and receive 
diplomas from the Mili- 
tary University and 
Military Academy. He 
retxmied to Afghanistan 
in 1940 where he served 
in •various capacities in 
military units and the 
Defence Ministry up to 
195 3 • He also searved as 
commander of the Herat,

In 1946 he was appointed 
Secretary to the Af^ian 
Legation in London and in 
1947 became an official in 
the International Labo-ur 
Organisation in Ottawa. 
He served as Press Attache 
in Washington and London 
in 1948 and 1951 respect- 1 
ively. 

In 1955 Pazhwak was appointed 
Director General of Political 
Affairs in the Foreign Min- 
istry and in 1958 proceeded 
to Kew York as Resident Rep- 
resentative at the United 
Nations. Early in 1973 he 
was named Af^ian Mbassador 
in Bonn. 

He has been a member of many 
Af ^an delegations to con- 
ferences abroad. He partic- 
ipated in the Belgrade and 
Cairo summit conferences of 
the nonaligned countries of 
1961 and 1964 as well as 
representing President Daoud 
at the Algiers summit of 1973. 
In 1963 he served as President 
of the Human Ri^ts Commission 
of the United Nations.

A- long time has passed and 

many efforts were made to over- 
come the factors, which as expe- 
rience has shown, formed imped- 
iments in the gradual achievem- 
ent of such a goal, specially to 
establish trustworthy security in 
the country to permit sound and 
positive economic and social cha 
nges in a healthy manner to make 
the youth feel secure, and to curb 
superstition and reaction. 

After passing through all these 
stages, I had no reason for not 



opening a new chapter for attain 
ing that goal. 

For the future prosperity of niy 
nation I had not known and do 
not know of any other way ex- 
jept by establishing real and rea 
sonable democracy based nn the 
principle of service for the ma 
jorlty of the people of Afghanis 
tan. 

In my opinion the original fo- 
undation of such a social situati- 
on can be laid by attaining the 
complete rights of the people and 
by upholding the principle 
of national sovereignty.

Following is the transcript of the press conference: 



1. Would the President explain 
the reasons for the coup ' d'etat 
and the proclarhation of the Re- 
public? 

Answer : 

Whenever a nation verges on 
disaster and corruption in gov- 
ernmental institutions reach its 
highest, and hope for reform is 
totally lost, then it befalls every 
patriot to come to the rescue of 
his country. 

2. Can the President .tell us 
when it was first decided ta stage 
a coup and how it was earned 



out? 
Answer : 

I do not intend to go into de- 
tails, but suffice 'it to say that 
when necessary reforms fail to be 
introduced by normal means 
then a resoit to revolutionary ac- 
tions must take place. 

3. What is the position today of 
members of ,the royal family and 
what part if any can they play 
in the new republic? 

Answer: 

The members of the previous 
royal farnily are safe and unhar- 
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med., They shall cease to play any ■§ 
role in the new regime. Of course 
they shall be regarded as Afghan 
citizensj < • ^ 

• 4. There have been reports of 
killings and executions of those 
opposed to the coup. Can the Pre^ ^ 
sident give us the facts? m 
AnvSwer: 

I can sately jSay that this was, 
in every sense of the word, a 
bloodless coup, tor it not only vi: 
enjoyed the complete cooperation 
of all branches ol the Army, but 
also the total support of the peo- 
ple of Afghanistan, , particularly 
that of the youth and the intek 
lectuals. 

During the operation, four T 
members of the police force were 
killed as well ar; two armymen 
when their machinegun went off 
accidentally and I very much reg- 
ret to say that a dedicated and 
heroic tank operator was sacrific- 
ed when his tank plunged into 
the Kabul River 

5. What system of government 
does the President envisage for 
the new Republic and what role 
will the central committee play? 
When will the President annoi^n- 
ce the membership of the new 
government? 

Answer : 

Our mitiaj statement to the 
people on the morning of July 
17th, shed sufficient light on this 
question. 

As all can witness, we undertook 
this revolution solely for the 
sake of achieving and realising 
the prosperity and happiness of 
our people, and it is our duty tot 
fulfill its aims and objectives- The 
Central Committee shall super- 
vise this task. 

The future constitution of the 
Repubhc shall devise and assign 
ways and means of achieving our 
national goals. 

We seek personalities and pat- 
riots with the capacity to under- 
take the heavy responsibilities to" 
be entrusted to. them, to the best 
of their abilities an^ in line with 
the noble spirit o,f the revolution.^ 

6. The President has said that- 
Pakistan is the only country with 
which Afghanistan has any quar- 
rel. Can he tell\us what this quar- 
rel is about and ivhat action hisf 
^oveirWnient inteniis to take to re-' 
solve it? 



i , Answer: 

The PashLunistan /juestion is 
a reality which cannot be den- 
ied. We hope that in grasping thisi 
reality, and with miatu^ goodwill, 
both sides will be able to find an 
amicable, peaceful, and honourable 
solution to this problein. in ac- 
cordance with the hopes and as- 
pirations of the Pashtutis and 
Baluch people and their leaders. 

7. Would tl»e President say wh- 
at he considers to be the main pr- 
iorities facing his n^iw govern- 
ment on the- domestic fronlf? 

Answe3r: 

This Government's main prio- 
rities shall be economic develop- 
ment, the raising of the standard 
of living of our people, the ensur- 
ing of justice and the . introduc- 
tion of bas-ic social reforms. 

8. You are said to be opposed to 
the terms ot the Helmand Waters 
treaty with Iran, recently signed 
but not yet ratified. Is it your in- 
.tention either to scrap or rtnego- 
tiate that treaty? 

Answer: 

I have not as yet studied the 
Helmand Waters treaty. There- 
fort, 1 cannot pass judge^at m 

it. 

9. Will you abolish parliament 
and the constitution? If so, what 
form of government do you vis- 
ualise? 

Ahswer: 

With the proclamation of the 
Republic of Afghanistan the pre- 
vious constitution is no longer 
valid. The constitution of the 
Republic shall be prepared and 
adopted in due course.
